Allentown, Pa.. Jan. 23.— With 
three more victims recovered from 
the upper floor ruins of the La- 
Fayette hotel this afternoon the 
death list from the fire which des­ 
troyed the structure early today 
now stands at eleven. 
Four men 
still remain unidentified in under­ 
takers’ morgues, while the 
fifth 
body, that of a woman, has been 
identified as that of Mrs. Ida Han­ 
son, Schenksville, Pa. 
The body 
was first thought to be that of 
Mrs. C. Deamond of Philadelphia. 
The body of James M. Wells of 
Allentown was the only one o£>the 
three taken from the building this 
afternoon to be identified. 
Several other 'victims, it 
was 
feared, were still in the ruins. 


Allentown, Pa., Jan. 23.— (U P )—- 
Nine persons are dead, 15 
Injured 
and several missing as a result of a 
fire which swept the LaFayette hotel 
here early today. 
Although the hostelry can accom­ 
modate 200 guests, only 45 were be­ 
lieved to be in the hotel when the 
fire occurred.

The identified are: 
Anna Novanak. 22, waitress. 
John Shanahan, 42, Allentown. 
Many of the guests trapped in the 
100-year-old structure by the flames, 
hung from window ledges clad only 
in night clothes until firemen were 
able to put up ladders 
to 
rescue 
them. 
The tem perature when the 
fire broke out was IO above aero. 
All the dead were trapped In their 
rooms, according to 
firemen, 
and 
were suffocated before they could be 
rescued. 
Half an hour after firemen arriv­ 
ed the roof collapsed, sagging onto 
the fifth and fourth floors. 
Firemen 
expresed belief that the 
bodies 
of 
many of the missing would be found 
on those floors. 
Of the seven dead bodies unidenti­ 
fied, one is believed to be that of 
James McKeever, an employee of the 
Allentown Morning Call, who lived 
at the hotel. 
Three of the injured, physicians 
in the Allentown hospital said, may 
die. 
Following the discovery of 
Miss 
Novanak’s body on the third floor, 
a fireman told of liberating her from 
her room. 
When he attempted to 
lead her to safety she broke away 
from him and disappeared down 
a 
corridor toward the rear f'of the ho­ 
tel, he said.

Diplomatic Term May

The noun, protocol, comes to the 
English from the French “protocole,” 
derived from late Latin “protocolium,” 
which in turn was derived from the 
Greek (written in Latin letters), “pro- 
tokollon,” and its original meaning 
was a leaf glued on the front of a 
manuscript. 
Our word protocol has 
various meanings. 
(I) The prelimina­ 
ry sketch or draft of a treaty, or other 
official document; (2) A diplomatic 
document, minute or agreement, con­ 
taining the official record or embody­ 
ing the result of a negotiation, a mem­ 
orandum of agreement less formal and 
solemn than a treaty, also a supple­ 
mentary clause or a declaration ex­ 
plaining a treaty, or extending its 
scope or d u ratio n ; (3) A record or 
registry, and in law based on the Ro­ 
man system, a record made and kept 
by a notary public. 
The word used 
as a verb means to make a protocol.

TREES TALLER THAN A 14-STORY BUILDING 


The 
accompanying 
illustration 
shows 
Douglas 
fir 
trees 
towering 
some seventy feet above the R. A. 
Long Building, Kansas City, Mo. No, 
they don’t grow such trees in K an­ 
sas City, but they do grow in the 
torests of the Pacific Northwest. The 
“composite” picture was prepared by 
The Long-Bell Lumber Company to 
give a realistic comparison of the 
trees as they grow’ in the company’s 
tim ber holdings near Ixmgview. W ash­ 
ington. 
The building, in which are 
the 
general 
offices 
of 
the 
lumber 
company has fourteen floors and is 
205 feet high. 
Douglas fir comprises about 25 per 
cent of the present 
stand of mer­ 
chantable timber in the United States 
and about 75 per cent of the commer­ 
cial 'woods of the Pacific Northwest. 


Straight 
and 
tall, 
straight-grained, 
resilient, tough and durable, and with 
an 
unusually 
large 
percentage 
of 
heart wood, it is an ideal wood for 
practically all building and structural 
purposes. 
Douglas fir trees are ex­ 
celled in size only by the redwoods 
of California. 
The average trees in 
the Long-Bell holdings are about 250 
feet high, and five feet In diameter. 
However, many trees reach heights 
of 300 feet and more and diam eters 
of from ten to even fifteen feet. 
The density of the stand in tho 
Long-Bell holdings is said to be re­ 
markable. 
The trees grow close to­ 
gether and as much as 150,000 board 
feet may be found on a single acre 
or 50.000 board feet—enough lumber 
to build three good sized frame bung­ 
alows— in 
an 
area 
but 
thirty 
foot 
square. 


Condition of Fur 
F ur is in prime condition for h a r­ 
vesting at one brief season only, ac­ 
cording to the biological survey of 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
Ill-advised open seasons are 
a natural result of the lack of suffi­ 
cient information regarding the life 
habits of fur animals, says the depart­ 
ment. 
A defect frequently noted in 
present fur laws is that the open sea­ 
son provided is so long that it per­ 
mits trapping before pelts are prime 
in full and after breeding has begun 
in spring. 
An open season of more 
than three month’s duration, it would 
seem, is not justifiable anywhere in 
the United States. 
Far too many un­ 
profitable pelts are coming to the raw- 
fur m arkets every year. 
Pelts of su­ 
perior quality would reach the markets 
if these facts were appreciated and 
laws framed accordingly. 


Original Gold Pena 
Gold was first used in the making 
of pen points in the United States in 
1835. 
Soon it was found necessary to 
harden the points of these pens, and 
this was done by protecting them with 
diamonds or rubles, which made the 
pens very costly 
and 
consequently 
very rare. 
John Hawkins, to whom is 
due the discovery that an alloy of 
iridium and osmium soldered on to the 
gold would serve the purpose just as 
well as the gem stones and at much 
less cost, was the first to use iridium. 
In 1850 his method was superseded 
and for the first time Iridium was 
fused 
with the gold 
and

much 
stronger and a more durable penpoint 
was produced. 
Over 100,000 pens are 
manufactured every year by one firm 
alone.

Owners of the New York franchise have promised to tight for numerous 
reforms at the winter meeting of the league hut it will take some time to 
convince the public that money grabbing promoters who fell down on one 
promise will keep a second and harder one.
